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PREFACE 


The Fifth Book of the Foresman Books of Songs provides the basis for definite train- 
ing in music for the upper elementary grades or junior high school. It carries out the 
general plan of the preceding books of the series while meeting the growing demands 
of the pupils in the higher grades. 

The problem for the teacher in presenting music in the schools, beginning with the 
seventh grade or thereabouts, is to make the sight reading processes begun in the preced- 
ing years so definite and so accurate that they of themselves contribute to the spon- 
taneity and expressiveness of the singing. 

During the years preceding, a thorough basis of feeling reaction has been laid and 
the children have been taught to use the technical elements of music in a practical 
way, since these elements are part of the songs which they have sung. In other words, 
there are two preliminary steps in musical training: the first is singing songs by 
imitation without any thought of technical elements or efforts to apply them con- 
sciously; the second is the introduction and application of technical elements for the 
purpose of reénforcing and strengthening the imitative and memory processes. In this 
way the use of such elements serves a really musical purpose, quickening memory recall, 
and intensifying mood reaction and expression— the basic factors of musicaldevelopment. 

While the fundamental purpose of music instruction has been served by such use 
of technical elements, experience shows that most pupils have not gained real, inde- 
pendent power in sight reading at the end of this period—approximately the sixth 
year. Their knowledge of technical elements and their power to apply such knowledge 
is too frequently superficial and ephemeral: it will not carry over into the seventh, 
eighth, and high school grades, nor into after life, should the pupils’ music training be 
stopped at this point. 

In order to make sight reading a definite and lasting capacity, the same program of 
problem study and application as followed in the lower grades must be repeated in the 
seventh, eighth and ninth grades, the work being readjusted to the greater mental 
maturity of older pupils. This readjustment is brought about through the greater 
technical difficulty of the songs and their broader musical content. 

Accordingly, songs in this book are arranged in the order of their difficulty. The 
problems are brought in sequentially, and each problem is repeated a sufficient number 
of times to fasten it in the mind. The mastery of sight reading is a matter of repetition 
under emotional reaction at a stage when the mind is so matured that it is ready to 
register and hold permanently these facts as definitely related to musical expression. 

The Fifth Book is so arranged that each two opposite pages may in nearly every 
instance be considered a musical unit, that is, either a complete song or two or more 
songs of similar structure. The songs so arranged are almost without exception either 
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in the same key or in musically related keys. The problems of time are introduced 
according to a definite plan of gradation; the single and multiple beat tones coming 
first, then the two tones to the beat, the unequally divided beat, etc. The problems of 
pitch are introduced in their natural order, beginning with scale and chord progressions 
and gradually introducing the different interval relations. The same is true of repeated 
note groups and all problems in musical form; in each instance the method of approach 
is from the simple to the more complex with sufficient repetition. 

The songs in this book have been chosen because each achieves a certain standard 
of beauty and a consequent emotional reaction. The artistic quality of each song is a 
challenge to the pupil’s interest, and the varying moods expressed will adapt them- 
selves to his ever-growing emotional demands. While a large proportion of the songs 
are new in their present form, they have been drawn from sources rich in traditional 
charm, and their feeling-value has been tested through long racial and individual 
experience. 

The changing voices of boys have had ample provision. Most of the unison songs 
are within medium range. Many part songs provide an alto part of very limited 


range, not too high for the so-called tenor-alto voice, while the bass melodies, generally 


speaking, may be sung by most of the boys. Numerous optional bass parts are provided. 

The Fifth Book of Songs will be found to have been so planned that its proper use 
will perfect sight-reading study while at the same time it furnishes a large number of 
songs of the highest musical quality. 

AcKNOwLEDGMENTS. The author wishes to express his grateful appreciation of the 
assistance rendered by the many persons whose services have been enlisted in various 
phases of the work, and in criticism and suggestion.
